without great loss of flavor and because 
California oranges give the juice more 
body and improved color. The formula 
in general use in the east is as follows: 
1 gallon orange juice, 3 gallons water, 
1 
q u a r t 
lemon 
juice, sugar 
to 
taste. 


Commercial 
orange 
juice, 
therefore, 
opens a n e w outlet jiot only for Cali­ 
fornia oranges, b u t for lemons as well. 
Most companies use a surprisingly high 
g r a d e of fruit—particularly 
S u n k i s t — 
a n d some of the stores operate through­ 
out the year. 


" T h e r e are two methods of 
prepar­ 
ing the juice.

fruit is crushed. I n t h e second t h e peel 
is removed by h a n d before the pulp is 
pressed.

some excellent songs nnd gives a few 
specific instructions to teachers of mu­ 
sic. It will prove of benelit, especially 
to rural teachers who have no music 
supervisors 
either 
to criticise 
their

--WAR HAS NOT DEPLETED SUPPLY OF HORSES 


POLITICAL 


The statistical report of the Califor­ 
nia state board of agriculture, just is­ 
sued, shows that, despite the constant 
drain on the state's supply of draught 
and saddle horses, occassioned by the 
European war, the number reported on 
the farms and ranges within the state 
remains practically the same as before 
the war. 


In 
1914 the number 
reported 
was 
503,000, while the y>resent figures show 
'493,000. 
The 
average 
value of the 
horses in the state is given at .-jilOS, or 
a total of $53,444,000; 


The decline in the number of mules 
is also very slight. 
There were 74,000 
in 1914 and 70,000 reported in 1915. 
The 
average 
value per head 
fell 
ofl* 
from $120 to $110, a condition 
which 
in hard to account for as the market, 
for mules has been strong the Inst two 
years. 


Cattle 
increased 
from 
1,480,000 
to 
1.544,000, but the average price declin­ 
ed from $39..30 to $36.30. 
The largest 
falling off of any class of farm animal 
was in that of the sheep, a loss of 50,- 


000, in face of the fact that the number 
exported in 1915 was only 40,000, as 
against 78,000 the previous <y 
e a r- 
The 
only 
satisfactory 
explanation 
is 
that 
the heavy demand for mutton and the 
resultant high price has caused 
sheep 
men to send their animals to 
market 
rather than hold them for the wool cut, 
and this, too, despite the high price of 
wool.

prevailed 
in 
the 
main. Barley, a crop in which Califor­ 
nia usually leads, showed a falling off 
that enabled North Dakota and Minne­ 
sota to outstrip this state. 


The acreage in barley decreased from 
J,402,000 in 1914 to 1,260,000 in 1915, 
and the production fell one bushel per 


i acre, but the price more than compen­ 
sated for the loss, as 62 cents was se­ 
cured in '1915 as against 59 cents in 


1914. 
Corn showed a slight increase in 
acreage and a considerable increase in 
the number of bushels per acre produc­ 


ed, 
being an average of 
five 
bushels, 
while the price w a s 88 cents as against 
87 cents the previous year. 
The pro­ 
duction of winter wheat shows a con­ 
siderable increase in both acreage and 


volume, but the number of bushels f> 
the 
acre 
declined 
from 
seventeen 
to 
sixteen and the price from $1.04 to 95 
cents, leaving 
the value 
of the 
crop 
about, stationary. 


There was a falling off in hay in 
acreage, average 
prorluction per acre, 
and in the total produced, but higher 
prices evened up the score, as the av­ 
erage price per ton at the farm was 
$11.20 in 1915 as against $8.20 in 
s 1914. 


RICE A S T A P L E 
CROP. 


A coincidence 
occurs in the figures 
concerning the production of rice. 
This 
industry is makirig rapid progress and 
the quality of the product 
is 
staple. 
The peculiar fact develops that 
there 
were 16,000 acres of rice in 1914, which 
produced 
444.000 
sacks, 
and 
.T2.000 
acres in 1915 produced exnetly double 
that number, or 88S.000 sacks. 


The 
production 
of 
sugar 
beets in- 
cieases apace and the price contiues to 
increase. 


Turkish tobacco, while at yet in its 
infancy 
as a California product, and 
while the growers have been much dis­ 
couraged by the poor price their crop 
has so far brought, is a crop of much 
promise. 
Great hopes are 
entertained 
for a carload recently shipped to Aus­ 
tralia, as an experiment, which should 
it prove satisfactory to the antipodean 
manufacturers would at once create a 
market that would foster and develop 
the industry. 


The 
olive 
growers are not 
overly 
prosperous, as- the price received for 
their fruit has declined steadily, though 
the production of oil and the market 
has increased. 


F R U I T A N D R A I S I N S , „ 
Citrus men have done well, the in­ 
creased demand for lemons having more 
than compensated for the loss on or­ 
anges. 
The raisin crop, however, has 
beaten 
all 
previous 
records 
in 
the 
amount produced and the price receiv­ 


ed. 


An 
interesting 
fact 
in 
connection 
with the present political situation is 
that should California go dry, the rest 
of the United States would be hard put 
for sweet wine, f o r . o f the 17,168,000 
gallons produced in this country, Cali­ 
fornia vineyards raise the grapes and 
California 
wineries 
press 
and 
bottle 
10^868,000 gallons.

L, L. Lostutter, now of Pomona, was 
a pioneer in Dakota. 
He established at 
Iroquois the Farmers 
and 
Merchants 
bank, and w a s its owner, manager and 
president. Under M B personal guidance 
and direction 
the bank 
became 
the. 
leading financial institution in this part 
of Dakota, and one of the most success­ 
ful in the state. Mr. Lostutter w a s also 
interested in a large w a y in live stock 
and in real estate. 
' 


But 
more remarkable 
and of 
more 
public interest than his individual suc­ 
cess in a business w a y was the large 
part that he^ had in the upbuilding and. 
development of SJputh Dakota. . H e was 
equipped for this great task by unusual 
mental capacity, an indomitable 
spirit 
and marvelous physical energy. 
Com­ 
bined with these qualities was a pro­ 
phetic vision, a pleasing personality and 
a broad human sympathy. 
H e w a s a 
friend to everybody. 
Moreover, he was 
practical. 


Dakota needed just such » leader to 
break away from the primitive idea of 
producing a single crop. 
Live 
stock, 
dairying, poultry 
raising and diversi­ 
fied 
farming 
must 
supersede 
wheat 
raising if South Dakota was to be pros­ 
perous and measure up to her oppor­ 
tunity. 


At Iroquois, Mr. Lostutter, backing 
up the project with his time, means and 
energy, the 
first 
creamery 
using 
the 
separator process in South Dakota was 
established and was a pronounced suc­ 
cess. N o w there were not cows enough 
to keep the creamery running and so 
Mr. Lostutter shipped in milk cows by 
the carload and sold them at reasonable 
prices to the settlers. Impoverished by 
continuous wheat raising, in ^>any cas­ 
es they had absolutely nothing to pay 
down in cash. But Mr. Lostutter fur­ 
nished them with the cows anyhow and 
under his original plan a portion of the 
proceeds was turned in each month to 
apply on the purchaso price until the 
cows were paid for. 


Likewise, Mr. Lostutter 
shipped in 
breeding ewes and ewe lambs in double- 
decked cars by trainloads and distri­ 
buted 
them 
widely 
throughout 
the 
ntate., Frequently 
they 
were 
sold on 
long-time and easy 
payments 
until a 
portion of the receipts from the wool 
and increase paid for the entire 
pur­ 
chase. 


Mr. Lostutter also obtained and dis­ 
tributed 
registered 
sires of 
improved 


breeds of cattle, horses and sneep, thus 
raising t h e ' quality and value of the 
live stock over a wide area. 
. 


I t would be impossible to measure 
the benefit of these operations conduct­ 
ed on a large scale and covering an im­ 
mense territory for a series of years. 


It is speaking within bounds to say 
that Mr. Lostutter 
did moTe 
toward 
developing the resources of South Da­ 
kota and putting hundreds of 
honest 
and worthy settlers on their feet than 
any other single individual. 


It was my high privilege to be in 
Mr. 
Lostutter's 
employ 
for 
thirteen 
years as cashier of his bank. 
During 
that time w e were very closely asso­ 
ciated, 
and 
afterwards 
in 
company 
w i t h Mr. A. Fry, who w a s also in Mr. 
Lostutter's employ, w e purchased the 
bank.

Daniel Otto Gerhard Dies Saturday, at 
the Home of Hla Mother, Following 
Injuries- Sustained by Falling From 
Machine—Funeral From Family Res­ 
idence on Monday. 


Daniel Otto Gerhard, the young man 
who was fatally 
injured 
by 
being 
thrown fronu his motorcycle on Thurs­ 
day evening, died Saturday at the home 
of hl« mother; Mrs. E. Gerhard, on East 
Center street, without regaining con­ 
sciousness. 


The young man was discovered by 
Constable Saunders shortly after seven 
o'clock on Thursday evening of last 
week, lying in an unconscious condi­ 
tion on the San Bernardino road, near 
Third street, with his motorcycle about 
twenty feet away from where he laid. 
Ail examination of the ground revealed 
the fact that the injured man had lost 
control of his machine, and striking a 
palm tree with the motorcycle, had been 
thrown 
headlong against the cement 
curb of the roadway. 


Dr. Jennings was at once called, and 
a casual examination only was neces­ 
sary to reveal the fact that the young 
man was fatally hurt, suffering basal 
fractures of the skull, a broken jaw, 
end other injuries. He was removed to 
his home on East Center street, where 
every means known to medical 
skill 
was resorted to in a hopeless effort to 
save his life.. 


The funeral services were held at the 
^home on Monday, at 2 o'clock, by the 
Eev. S. J. McConnell, pastor of the 
Methodist church. Mrs. Andrew Mc- 
Allen and Mrs. Osmeyer sang sweetly 
the favorite 
hymns of the deceased. 
There was a large attendance of friends 
and neighbors, who sympathized with 
the bereaved relatives in the untimely 
•death of the young man.

was born in Lyons, 
Kansas, October 14, 1886, being at the 


. time of his death 25 years, 10 months, 
and 5^days of age. 
Last December he 


• came, to Covina and made his home 
with, his mother and sister since that 
time. He was an industrious, self-res 
pecting young man, quiet and trust­ 
worthy in conduct and work. In his 
youth h e was reared in the Christian 
Atmosphere of the home life, with the 
/privilege of church and Sunday-school.

Illinois Jurist Lauds 


New State Dairy Law 
Affects All Producers 


October 1st a new state dairy law 
that is intended to raise the standard 
of all milk sold will go into effect. The 
big commercial dairy and the owner of 
the neighborhood cow who sells a few 
pint's each day are all within the scope 
of this new legislation. 


One of the main features of the new 
law is that all milk sold must be from 
eews that have passed the tubercular 
test as conducted by the state veterin­ 
arian. 
This applies to all milk and 
cream. 


Special attention will be given by 
the inspectors to equipment and method 
used in the handling of milk. The mark­ 
ings will be 40 per cent for equipment 
and 60 per cent on method. It will bn 
necessary for the milk vertdor to aver­ 
age at least 70 per cent on these two 
counts, and in order to do this cows 
will have to be kept in clean corrals 
or barns, and milking floors will of nec­ 
essity be fresh and clean. Proper sani­ 
tary methods in handling and bottling 
will have to be observed. 


Raw milk will be of two grades. The 
highest will be known as guaranteed 
milk, and will have to be passed upon 
by the inspectors to get this rating. 
The second grade will bo known as 
"grade A . " This would have to show 
under test not over 100,000 bacteria to 
the cubic centimeter when delivered to 
the ultimate consumer. 


In the new law, no requirement is 
made as to the quality of the milk, and 
the old schedule of quality will be ef 
fective. 
This is 3 per cent for the 
state, and 3.5 per cent content of butter 
fat for the city of Los Angeles. 


It is interesting for the people of 
the valley to know that the B. & F 
dairy that supplies the bulk of the milk 
used in this locality, at the latest long' 
time test conducted in the county, stood 
second in rank, and first for a dairy of 
its size. They scored 95.5 per cent On 
their method and equipment, and in 
the tests for butter fat, their 
milk 
showed the content to be 5 per cent on 
the average. This makes about 15 per 
cent of solids in the milk. 
. 


STONE CANNON BALLS. 


They W«re Used In Iron Guns That 
Ware Held Together by Screws. 


ID 
these days uf huge 
projectiles 
turned to flt exactly Into cannon that 
are as near mechanienfly perfect as 
modern engineering can make them It 
is almost impossible to believe that at 
one time the Turks curried on effective 
warfare 
with 
wrought 
iron 
caution 
screwed together and thing stone can­ 
non balls. 


Two of these cannon balls are to 
be seen at tbe museum of Hobart col­ 
lege at Geneva, N. ¥. 


They were used by the Turks In 
tbelr war against 
the kingdom of 
Cyprus, one of tbe numerous Christian 
tares which grew out of the crusades. 
The stronghold of the enemy was tbe 
city of Famagusta. 
In 1571 the Turks 
undertook to reduce Its walls. 
For 
nearly a year they burled stone can­ 
non balls against them. 
The stones 
varied in weight from a few pounds to 
several hundred. 
In order to conserve 
the force of the explosion the balls 
were made to flt tbe bore of the can­ 
non- as nearly as possible, nnd they 
were fired with great deliberation. 


This method, though crude, was at 
that time regarded as the height of 
refinement in siege warfare. 
The city 
finally 
surrendered 
because its food 
supply was cut off. I t was found that 
the stone projectiles bud done great 
damage to the walls and spread terror 
among the defenders. 
At the siege of 
Constantinople In 1453 stone shot wero 
also used by the Turks effectively. As 
late as 1807, wbeu the Turks defended 
Constantinople 
agulnst 
the 
British, 
these guns were used effectively, us the 
records of the British war office show.

UNIFORMITY, ECONOMY, 


AND 
EFFICIENCY 


If the railroads of the United States 
are to be regulated in the interests of 
the public, the very nature of the situa 
tion dictates that such regulation shall 
be exclusively ,by the federal govern­ 
ment,/ 


The present policy of double regula 
tion by the federal government and by 
forty-eight states is one of diverging 
and conflicting'interests, often purely 
local but general in harmful effect. 


Unless the railroads as a unit are ini 
proved, developed and adjusted to the 
general /needs of the public along the 
line of a well-conceived general plan 
economic and efficient service can hard 
ly be expected. For example, consider 
ing the general plan of efficiency, of 
what benefit would it be, other than 
purely local, for one railroad to increase 
and improve its facilities if the con 
necting carrier was not able to receive 
and handle the traffic! It would simply 
mean congestion and delay. 


For this reason the whole scheme o 
transportation regulation and develop 
ment should be uniform and general 
The interstate commission should have 
complete authority and control. 
Half 
the present state commissions might be 
abolished 
or made 
regional 
commis 
sions, making the wholo system uni 
form, harmonious and efficient. 


There is state' and interstate 
niai 
service just as there is state and inter 
stato railroad service, but the federal 
government 
lias exclusive 
regulation 
and control of mails und would refuse 
to entertain even a suggestion of regu 
lation by the states. 


After all, uniformity, economy and 
efficiency are t!;e determining 
factor 
and constitute the whole object, purpose 
and reason for regulation of 
public 
utilities.
